A hun- 
dred pounds of alfalfa contains exact- 
ly the amount of protein contained in 
a 100 pound bag of bran. 

Why holler about protein? Why 
make su much fuss over it? 

Simply because protein has been 
found to be one of the special things 
a cow needs a lot of to make milk with. 
You skimp her on protein in what you 
feed her and she will skimp you in 
milk she gives you. Does it every 
time. No worse to say protein than 
it is too say gasoline.

Among the New - 
December Records 


Chaliapin in a Powerful Number—Galli-Curci 
Records an 


OMEWHAT in contrast to former 
years, the new December record 
releases are not particularly rich 
in Christmas music, as such. But the 
program is @ broad one, with plenty to 
occupy both music student and layman. 
Incidentally we welcome the relisting of 
Nellie Melba’s “Sevillana” (Fair Maid- 
ens from Seville) from Massenet's 
“Don Cesar de Bazan.” ‘ 
Nowadays a program is hardly con- 
Bidered to be complete without some- 
thing Russian and when the artist igs 
also Russian, that consummates it. 
There is something pat about Chali- 
apin's singing “Jn the Town of Kasan” 
from “Boris Godounow” on a Decem- 
ber record, both because the melody is 
typically Russian and because this artist 
himself was born in Kazan, There, as 
a young child, he worked as a cob- 
bler’s apprentice. The song, in a way, 
is a classic among bar-room ditties, for 
Varlaam, a recreant monk, sings it in 


melodious, if, half-savage, bass, between 
draughts of vodka at an inn on the 
Russian frontier, It opens whimsically, 
tipsily, but gathers force, trombones 
thundering a rough sort of dance be- 
neath the narrative. For all its dra- 
matic force, Chaliapin never sacrifices 
the tonal beauty of one single note 
throughout the record. 

As a companion record, in subject at 
least, is Amelita Galli-Curci’s singing 
ef the Prayer and Barcarolle from 
Meyerbeer’s “L’Etoile du Nord” (Star 
ef the North). But although the story 
is Russian, the music is in Meyerbeer’s 
Italian style, a slow, soft, tender mel- 
ody, sung against the scintillating tones 
of a harp, giving way later to a brilli- 
ant, rather chromatic coloratura mel- 
ody with a bright, dancing rhythm. 
So great is the contrast, in manner, 
between the prayer and the barcarolle, 
that the record is further interesting in 
that it really demands two vocal styles. 
It takes a Galli-Curci to exhibit both 
in their perfection. 

If it is possible to put the sense of 
memory into music, Mischa Elman does 
it on his latest record, “Fond Recollec- 
tions,” It is first in slow, short phrases, 
like wondering questions and_ half- 
breathless answers. as of a mind com- 
muning with itself. It is a charming 
composition, Viennese in style, set for 
the violin with the orchestra, without 
embellishment of any kind. 
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Mischa Elman has a little pocket 
violin, probably one of the smallest 
viol-instruments in existence. The 
largest, most likely, is the double~ 
bass in the collection of Carl 
Fischer, exhibited recently in New 
York. It is eleven feet, seven 
inches long, the strings are nearly 
as thick as cigars, and the bridge 
is a foot high.

Olga Samaroff plays on a new record 
this month, was fortunate among 
composers in living and working 
away from the cities. He had a 
little kiosk near his home, on the 
shores of the Hardangerfjord, in 
Norway. But even here he was 
not always to have the necessary 
eace of mind, As he became a ce- 
ebrity, tourists, guided by the local 
easantry, used to collect beneath 
nis windows, and, to quote a truth- 
ful biographer, many a musical 
idea was thus ruined in working 
out. But nevertheless he succeed- 
el in leaving a large number of 
Jyric pieces, outside his larger 
works, and every one bore the 
stamp of the Norway he desired to 
perpetuate in the terms of a national 
art.

Dances—And Many 
Of Them 


NOTHER waltz and a new or- 
chestra make their appearance si- 
multaneously on the dance lists in 

December, Whiteman’s “Three O’clock 
in the Morning” was such a refreshing 
“novelty” to us old-timers that we ‘used 
up pretty near a pack of needles on it 
the first day we fetched it home, In 
December the Great White Way Or- 
chestra makes its bow with the Victor, 
first with “Lovely Lucerne,” a lovely 
waltz, as fresh and outstanding as a 
mountain meadow. There are bits of 
yodelling by human voice and by saxo- 
hone. On the reverse of this record 
aul Whiteman and His Orchestra have 
skilfully blended some melodies of a 
seemingly Hungarian or Polish gypsy 
origin, with Oriental touches, into an 
American dance rhythm im “Roman 
Love,” an exceedingly beautiful record. 

On a record of its own again the 
Great White Way Orchestra is heard, 
first in “ll Be In My Dixie Home 
Again Tomorrow,” jolly in tune, with 
interesting modulations, and some extra 
work for the piano. On the other side 
“You Gave Me Your Heart” has a 
habanero rhythm, something like a fast 


tango. Neither of these records has 
anything freakish and they are’ played 
with a fine sense of dancers’ needs. 


The Whitemans make another fine 
record in due keeping with their own 
exacting standards, These are regular 
fox trots, one a medley, scored with 
saxophone harmonics, trumpet effects, 
and string melodies, handle with that 
definite and peculiarly “Whiteman” 


method. “Blowing Bubbles All Day 
Long’ ond “Just As Long As You 
Have Me” are essentially Whiteman. 
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For general versatility we com- 
mend the Whitemans to your atten- 
tion. Half-a-dozen of its members 
can play fifty-odd instruments be- 
tween them, And more than that, 
th know where to use them, 
which Jargely explains the richly 
colorful effects of the scorings of 

~ all Whiteman records,

Two fox trots on a record by the 
Benson Orchestra of Chicago are of the 
straight-out variety, neither too fast for

Mr. Bailey made a few very interest- 
ng introductory remarks about Mr. 
Shaffer, told something of his work 
ind assured those present that they 
vere very fortunate to have him with 
hem. 

Mr. Shaffer began his remarks by 

-aying thit landscape gardening had 
seen studied and practiced ever since 
he early bible times, and said that 
here was a great difference between a 
lome and jrst a place to live in, And 
.n thesz present days landscape art 
vccupies greater attention than is 
generally h« lieved. 

In referring to Grayling he said he 

was surprised to note that many of 
the beautifu] trees, that are so great- 
ly prized in many parts of the coun- 
try, and that are found in abundance 
in this region, are not more generally 
used here, White birch is very pop- 
ular in many places and he saw only 
one of these trees in Grayling. Near- 
ly all kinds of pines grow abundant.y 
here and are very desirable for plant- 
ing in yards. Special suggestion was 
made that we plant white cedars—-jow 
‘and tall growing varieties. 
. The presence of so many Carolina 
poplar in our streets and yards, he 
said, was very unfortunate. He sug- 
gested that they be cut down and that 
we plant oak, basswood, or Norway 
maples in their places. Silverleaf ma- 
ples should not be used. 

There are two great types of lands- 
cape gardening. The formal type, 
when everything was planted in ar- 
rangements, with straight and square 
designs, was used for many years un- 
til the naturalistic type was introduc- 
ed. The latter with its curves and 
irregular layouts, is much more beau- 
tiful and restful, and is more like na- 
ture, the greatest of landscape artists. 
Towns of necessity are not natural but 
we should make them as nearly so as 
possible. 

. Lawns. 

He gave many valuable suggestions 
about lawns. He told of Gary, Ind.. 
with its mountains of sands, is being 
made to blossom like a rose by the 
proper and thorough methods of plant- 
ing'lawns. In their construction they 
should be spaded deeply and the soil! 
thoroughly worked. Fill the ground 
well with organic matter, manure and 
when possible use black dirt. Seed 
should not by sown deeply; use plenty 
of water. When no water is available, 
the ground should be well rolled. He 
suggested Kentucky and Canadian 
blue grass and white clover for lawns. 

For lawns already built, that are 

not doing well, he suggested that they 
fertilibe annually with bone meal and 
pulverized sheep manure, which should 
be worked into the lawn early in the 
spring. Also use limestone where soi: 
is sour. Work the manure well intc 
the lawn with a sharp-tooth rake 
Also manure spread upon the lawn anc 
left all winter is good. He recommend. 
ed 100 pounds of bone meal and 40C 
pounds of pulverized sheep manure for 
the average size lawn each year. He 
said he wouldn’t spend much money 
tin buying mixed fertilizers. 
He gave a very interesting black- 
| board demonstration of the improper 
jand the proper arranging of trees and 
:shrubbery in the yards. The house 
should be the center of attraction 
‘while trees and plants should be used 
to bring out the beauty of the house 
; He gave many very excellent sugges- 
tions on their arrangements, and as to 
the more desirable kinds of trees and 
plants to be used. Trees should be 
planted sparingly in front of the walk, 
and the lawn left unbroken. Shrub- 
bery should be planted in front and at 
the sides of the porches, and in the 
corners of the walks, with possibly 
small pines or other varieties of smal) 
trees interspersed among them. Along 
the back yard fence he would plant 
large flowering shrubs, such as high 
bush honeysuckles, lilacs and others 
of that nature. He gave many sug- 
gestions as to the planting and spray- 
ing of trees and shrubbery. 

On Tuesday and Wednesday, altho 
the days were cold and stormy, assist- 
ed by Mr, Bailey, he visited many 
homes, where he had been specially 
invited, and there laid out many plans 
for beautifying the yards and homes, 
suggesting the best kinds and varie- 
ties of trees..and shrubbery to be used 
and stakes Were driven into the ground 
to show just"'where they should be 
planted. Mr. Shaffer also before he 
left, mae suggestions as to beauti- 
fying the streets, especially main 
street. 

The addreaz of Mr. Shaffer at the 
Board of Trade rooms and the assist- 
ance he gave to the citizens has had 
a wonderfully inspiring effect and we 
are sure that should he come to Grayl- 
ing some time in the near future years 
he will see results from the sugges- 
tions he so generously and wisely of- 
fered at this time. He came here to 
assist us, charging nothing for his 'val- 
uable services, except his actual ex- 
penses which are paid by the Board of 
Trade, and we are aure that we speak 
the sentiment of our people when we 
say, that wo are deeply grateful‘and 
appreciative, and sincerely thank ‘him 
and Mr. Bailey for all they have done, 
also the Board of le and others of 
our citizens, who made it possible to 
bring Mr. Shaffer to Grayling, are 
alao entitled to our warmest praises.

President in Message to Con- 
gress Takes Dry Stand. 


SAYS LAW MUST BE ENFORCED 


To Cali Conference of Governora tn 
Effort to Plan Means of Enforce- 
ment-~Agricultural Relief Given 

Foremost Place-—Would Abolish 
Railroad Labor Board, 


Washington, Dec. 8 — President 
Harding appeared before congress with 
his annual message on the state of the 
Uplon. The following Is a partial text 
of what he sald: 

“There never aguln will be precisely 
the old order; indeed, I know of no 
one who thinks it to be desirable. For 
out of the old order came the war It- 
self, and the new order, established 
and made secure, never will permit its 
recurrence, 

“It {s no figure of speech to say we 
have come to the test of our clvilizu- 
tion. The world has been passing—ls 
today passing—through a great crisis, 
The conduct of war Itself is not more 
difficult than the solution of the prob- 
lems which necessarily follow. 

Considers Home. Problems. 

“I am not speuking at this moment 
of the problem in its wider aspects of 
world rehabilitation or of international 
relationships. The reference is to our 
own soclal, financial ard economic 
probleins st home. These things are 
not to be considered solely as problems 
apart from xil international relation- 
ship, but every nation must be able 
to carry on for itself, else Its tuterna- 
tional relationship will have seant lm- 
portance. 

“Doubtless our own people have 
emerged from the World war tumult 
less iinpaired than most. belligerent 
powers; probably we have made larger 
progress toward reconstruction. 2... 
Had we escaped the coal and railway 
strikes, which had no excuse for their 
beginning, and less justifention for 
thelr delayed seftiement, we should 
have done Infinitely better. But labor 
was insistent on holding to the war; 
heights, and heedless forces of reac- 
tion seught the prewar levels, and both 
were wrong. 

“The railway strike.accentuated the 
difficulty of the American farmer. The 
first distress of rendjustment came to 
the farmer, and it will not be a read- 
justment jt ta nbide untit he fs re 
Heved. The distress hrought to the | 
farmer does not affect him alone. Agri- 
cultural i} fortune fs a uational 1) 
fortupe. 2... 

Saved From Disaster,

Rail Problem Vital. 


“T know of to preblein exceeding 
In iniportence this one of transpor- 
tation. . . . We have hullt 40 per 
cent of the world’s railroad mileuge, 
and yet find it inadequate to our | 
present requirements. When we con-' 
template the inadequacy of today, tt 
ts ensy to believe that the nest few 
decades will witness the paralysis of 
our transportation-using soclal scheme 
or a complete reorgunization on some 
bew basis. 

“Munifestly, we have need te begin 
on plains to co-ordinate all trans. 
portation facilities. We should more 
effectively connect up our rail Hes 
with our carriers ty sea. We ought 
to reap seme benefit from the hundreds 
of millions expended vn {ntand water 
ways, providing our capacity to utilize 
as well xs expend. We ought to tura 
the motortruck into a railway feeder 
anc distributor instead of a destroy- 
ing competitor. 

“This transportation problem egn- 
not be waved aside. The demand 
for lowered costs un farm products 
and basic materinis cannot be ignored, 
Rates horizontally tncereased to meet 
incrensed wage outlays during the war 
Infintion are not easily reduced. When 
some very moderate wage reductiong 
were effected Inst simmer there was 
ea 5 per cent horizontal reduction in 
rates. I sought at that thme, in a very 
informal wuy, to have the ratlway 
managers to go before the fnterstate 
commerce commission and agree to a 
heavier reduction op farm products

- The fasclsti nasert the present man- 
ner of conducting the affairs of state 
“indleate the federal government is

“The labor board itself 1s not 80 con- 
stituted as best te serve the public in- 
terest. With six partisan maim’ erg on 
a board of nine, three partisans nom- 
inated by the employees and three by 
the rallway managers, it is inevitabie 
that the partisan viewpoint 1a malin- 
tained throughout hearings and in de- 
cisions handed down. .. . . I am 
well convinced that the functions of 
thig tribunal could be much better car 
ried dn here in Washington. 


Offera New Plan. 


“The substitution of a Jabor divi- 
sion in the interstate commerce com- 
mission made up from its membership 
to hear and decide disputes relating 
to wages and working conditions 
which have failed of adjustment by 
proper committees created by the rail- 
ways and their employees, offers a 
more effective plan... . . 

“This suggested substitution fll in- 
volve a necessary increase in the mem- 
bership of the commission, probably 
four, to constitute the labor division. 
If the suggestion appeais to the con- 
gress, tt will be well to specify that 
the labor division shall be constituted 
of representatives of the four rate- 
making territories, thereby assuring 
a tribunal conversant with the condi- 
tions which obtain in the different 
ratemaking sections of the country. 

‘T wish I could bring to you the 
precise recommendation for preventiou 
of strikes which threaten the welfare 
of the people and menace public safe- 
ty. It is an impotent civilization and 
an inadequate government which 
lacks the genius and the courage to 
guard against such a menace to public 
welfare as we experienced last sum- 
mer. . . .- Public interest demands 
that qmple power shall be conferred 
upon the. labor tribunal whether St Is 
the present board or the snggested sub- 
stitute, to require its rulings to be 
accepted by both parties to a disput- 
ed question, 

“Let there be no confuston about 
the purpose of the suggested confer- 
ment of the power to make the decis- 
lons effective. There can be no dental 
of constitutional rights to efther rali- 
way workmen or railway managers, 

Most Demoralizing Factor. 

“Constitutional prohibition has been 
adopted by the nation, It fs the 
supreme law of the land. In plain 
speaking, there are conditions relating 
which savor of 
nation-wide senndal. It is the most 
demoralizing factor ip our public life. 

“Most of our people assumed that 
the adeptlyn ef the eighteenth nmend- 
mene meant the elimination of the 
question from our polittes. On the 
contrary, {t has been so Intensified as 
an Issue that many voters are dis- 


; posed to make all potitical decisions 
swith reference to this single question 


It is distracting the public mind and 
preiudicing the Judgment of the elec- 
torate. 

“The day fs unlikely to come when 
the eighteenth amendient will be re. 
pealed, The fact may as well be rec- 
ognized and our course adapted av 
cordingly. Tf the statutory provisions 
for its enforeementl are contrary to

"There are pending bills for the reg- 
istration of the allen who has come to 
our shores. I wish the passage of such 
an act might be expedited. . . . 
Before enlarging the immigration 
quota, we had better provide registra- 
tion for aliens, now here or continifal- 
ly pressing for admission, and estab- 
lish our examination boards abroad, 
to make sure of destrables only. 


Wants to Be Prepared, 


“The proposed survey of a plan to 
draft all the resources of the republic, 
human and material, for national de 
fense may well have your approval, 1 
commended such a program In case of 
future war, In the Inaugural address 
of March 4, 1921, and every expertl- 
ence In the adjustment and Hquida- 
tion of war claims and the settlement 
of war obligations persuadea me we 
ought to be prepared for such unt- 
vorsal call to armed defense."

TO ENTER HOMES TO STOP | 
OISTURBANCE 


POSSESSION OF LIQUOR ISFELONY 


One Gonviction Overruled Because 
Address Giv@n On Search War- 
rant Was Incerrect. 


& 

Lansing—The Michigan supreme 
court has upheld the right of officers 
to seize liquor, without a search war- 
rapt in cases where entrance to the 
dwelling or other place is made to 
quell u disturbance. 

The case in which the opinion was 
rendered was the appeal of Frank 
Woodward, convicted in the Ingham 
county courts of violation of the 
liquor law. According to the records 
of the case, a bottle of whisky was 
seized by officers who entered his 
home early one morning to quiet a 
disturbance. A majority opinion, 
sigued by ‘five justices, affirmed his 
conviction. 


“The officers did just what the 
statute permits, if not commands,” 
the majority opinion declared. “The 


unlawful possession of Nquer is a 
felony, and its possession ig not re- 
lHeved of criminality because it was 
in his own home.” 

A minurily opinion, signed hy Jus- 
Aices Weist, Fellows and Bird, dis- 
agreed with the holding of the major- 
ity that seizure of tiquor is legal when 
entrance to a dwelling is made for 
other purposes and argued vehement- 
ly for the sanctity of the dwelling. 

The dissenting justices held that 
entrance to the home.was made pri- 
marily to search, and not to quell a 
riot. This belief was based upon tes- 
timony to the effect that search of the 
basvinent was made and other bottles 
of liquor discovered. The affirming 
opinion, however, stated that the of- 
ficers entered tegally to quell a riot, 
and that only a bottle of liquor, found 
on a table in the room in which the 
alleged disturbance occurred, was 
used in the prosecution, It also 
pointed tu the law which declares that 
officers making an arrest for violation 
of the liquor law may seize all evi- 
deuce, and pointed out that a man 
may violate the liquor law as surely 
in his own home as when he is found 
in possession of liquor in a club or a 
soft drink parlor. 

In another opinion. the court ruled 


search warrants used by police of- 
fieers in liquor raids must bear the 
correct address of the premises to 


be sear&hed, in which the conviction 
of Dennie Musk, of Muskegon 
Heights, was thrown out. 

Musk was convicted 
the prohibition law following a raid 
on his home. According to the offi- 
cers, a still and quantity of whisky 
was contiscated.

When in that coun- 
try the officers of the Greek force 
were murdered, and taking command of 
the ten thousand of his countrymen, 
Xenophon led them northward through 
a hostile country to the place on the 
Black sen pow called Trebizond, His 
account of this feat is called Anabnals 
the up-country march, and ts a Greek 
text-book in our high schoola and 
colleges. 

Writing of the districts of Assyria, 
Xenophon states that “Of wild crea- 
tures the mst numerous were wild 
Hanes .

$5,000,000 INVOLVED AT CUSTER 


Government: Maintains It Could Not 
Properly Safeguard Interests 
Because of Emergency. 


Washington—Six additional suits 
seeking recovery of large sums al- 
leged to have been mis-spent in con- 
struction of the war time army can- 
tonments were filed Monday in as 
many cities by representatives of the 
department of justice. 

The six actions sought to recover 
$29,000,000 and brought the total 
claimed by the government from 
war contractors to more than $50,000,- 
000, = : 
projects, contractors and 
sums involved in the six suits were: 

Camp Travis, San Antonia, Tex,, 
Stone & Webster, $3,000,000; Camp 
Lee, Petersburg, Va. Rhinehart & 
Dennis Co., Inct.; $7,000,000; Camp 
Custer, Battle Cresk, Mich, Porter 
Bros., $5,000,000; Camp Pike, Little 
Rock, Ark., James Stewart & Co. 
Inec., $3,000,000; Camp Dodge, Des 
Moines la., Charles Weitz Sons, $4,- 
500,000, and Camp Dix, Wrights- 
town, ,N. J., Irwin & Leighton, $6.- 
500,000. 

The six bills of complaint, 
identical in form, were filed -in .the 
federal district courts at San An- 
tonio, Tex., Richmond, Detroit, Lit- 
tle Rock, Des Moines and Trenton. 
They charge fraud, connivance, 
waste and improper use. of funds 
and material. 

Further suits against “prime con- 
tractors” on government war time 
construction are ‘in preparation by 
the department and will be filed 
ag they are completed. A suit in- 
volving construction of one of the 
major army projects in New Eng- 
land was to have been’ instituted 
but was not completed in time. 

As in the case of the four initial 
sults filed November 24, an. impor- 
tant specification in the govern- 
ment’s complaint is the charge that 
the defendants took advahtage of 
the government’s preoccupation in 
other war activities to grosely vio- 
late the confidence imposed in them.

The bills of complaint recite that 
at the dates the contracts were 
entered into between the United 
States and the cefendants, and at 
the times the acts charged against 
the defendants were suffered, a na- 
tional emergency existed and it was 


impracticable and impossible for the 
government to exercise the cus- 
tomary degree of supervision and 
inspection. 


OBJECT TO BUTLER APPO:NTMENT 


Senate Refuses to Confirm Nomina- 
tion of New Justice. 


Washington—-The nomination of 
Pierce Butler, St. Paul attorney, to 
be an associate justice of the supreme 
court, failed of conrmafition by the 
senate Monday in ‘he close of the ex- 
tra session, and a renomination in the 
regular session was made necessary. 
Senators LaFollette, Republican, Wis- 
consin, and Norris, Republican, Ne- 
braska, objected to immediate con- 
firmation, and forced over the nomina- 
tion. 

A statement, opposing Mr. Butler's 
confirmation, flled recently with the 
judiciary committee, was referred to 
by Senator LaFollette and he 
joined by Senator Norris in demand- 
ing that the persons making the state- 
ment be given a hearing.
